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Grass clippings and yard waste are approximately 
20% of the volume in our nation’s landfills. To do your 
part to reduce this amount, leave grass clippings on 
your lawn. Increased mowing height and frequency will 
produce smaller grass clippings that will decompose 
more readily so nutrients go back into your lawn. 

 





Keep this product off sidewalks, patios, driveways, etc. This fertilizer contains iron which will stain concrete and painted surfaces. If it 
comes in contact with concrete surface, sweep off immediately before flushing with water.
